A GOOD SAODLE. 


Exespt In ths South and Wsat. Meat 
Riders Taks What Is Offered. 

A well khown horseman lu speaking 
of ths sport of rldlug In tbe fulled 
States recently said: 

"Although tliere are a number of 
good riders In this country, very few 
men. except ‘ lu the west and south, 
seem to know or care much about tbe 
saddle—that is. tbe way It la built. 
They simply take wbat their dealer 
give* them, lu England it Is usual for 
riders, to hare tbelr saddles made to 
order, aud they generally know what 
to order too. 

"A gaol saddle fits both tbe horse 
and the ui*n. It should be roomy ev¬ 
erywhere aud especially so In tbe pan¬ 
els' If you are heavy. Tbe throat should 
not be so narrow ns to enuoe palu or 
so wide as to wabble. Plain flaps are 
most comfortable and businesslike. A 
felt pad or at least a good saddlecloth 
should always be used, and to give a 
trim appearance It should be cut to the 
outlines of the saddle, it should be 
frequently washed and sunned. Stir¬ 
rup* should he open, wide aud heavy, 
that the feet can he reudtly freed lb 
MM of n spill. 

”A proper fit Hag saddle will stick 
with very-loose girths, and you can 
find where It fits by walkiug tbe borne 
mound a few minutes’before mounting 
with the girths uni.tickled. Tbe horse 
will shirt the saddle to tbe exact place 
where It Is must comfortable. When 
through with your ride, remora the 
saddle at ouoe and bathe tbe back with 
gold water, following this. If poaaible. 
with an alcohol shampoo.”—Cleveland
